COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Greenwood 
January 1, 1947 to December 31, 1947 


CASH 
The cash balance as reflected by the records of the 
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Treasurer was $30.40 more than the amount on deposit with 
the National Bank of Commerce, Portland, Maine. This dif- 
ference was due to the issuance of check No. 5313 for that 
amount to make change in settling tax liens. The gross 
amount received for these liens was not deposited in the 
bank, thereby making this adjustment necessary. This amount 
has been charged to the Treasurer and set up as an aceount 
receivable. 

It was ascertained that all monies recorded as received 
were promptly deposited in the bank and that all disburse- 
ments were made by check from properly authorized warrants. 

The bank statement furnished by the National Bank of 
‘ommerce, Portland, Maine was reconciled with the adjusted 
eash balanee as of December 31, 1947. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


In addition to the $30.40 previously mentioned, this ae- 
count contains reimbursable expenditures for which payment 
had not been received at the time the books were closed. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The warrant of commitment was verified by adding the 
valuation book. It was ascertained that the valuation book 
had been properly signed by a majority of the Board of As- 
2ssors. 

The abatements allowed were examined and found to 
have been properly authorized. 

The unpaid 1946 taxes assessed against real estate haci 
been secured by tax liens. 

The total assessment charged to the Tax Collector was 
accounted for as follows:

A cheek was made of all transactions in the lien accounts.

INVESTMENTS 


General Fund eash in the amount of $1,000.00 was in- 
vested in U. S. Treasurer 214’s, 1966!71. These bonds were 
verified by physical examination. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND INVESTMENTS 


In the examination of this account, it was noted that all 
‘neome realized from the investments of the fund had not 
been added to the aecount but had been eredited to the Gen- 
eral Fund. Chapter 80. Section 132 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944 provides that all income received from investments 
of Capital Reserve Funds shall be added to and become a part 
of such Capital Reserve Funds. 

The amount of $40.25 is in the General Fund and should 
he deposited to the eredit of the Capital Reserve Fund. 


DUE TRUST FUNDS 


At the close of the year, the balance of unexpended in- 
come in the General Fund belong to the Trust Fund accounts 
was $64.37, which should be transferred to the Trust Find 
accounts by depositing this amount in the savines account. 

The balance due trust funds was redueed during the 
year by $31.00 which was expended from trust fund incomes. 


NOTES PAYABLE 


During the year, $1,000.00 was paid on outstandin notes 
by appropriation. At the year end, the notes payable amount- 
ed to $7,000.00. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 

The Deferred Revenue is represented by 1948 excise tax 
collections, the disposition of which is deferred until the 
close of the current year.

To the Citizens of Greenwood: 


In making my third annual report on the condition of the 
Greenwood schools I am pleased to report excellent progress. 

In time of great teacher shortage, I trust you appreciate 
the fine corps of teachers which you have in Greenwood. Few 
towns have as good a staff. They already have your active 
cooperation. If you wish to retain them you should look 
ahead to giving them greater financial support as well. 

Your School Committee is recommending an overall bud- 
get of $2,000 less than last year. This has been made possible 
mainly by the increase in state funds. Your committee also 
anticipates a reduction in conveyance costs for the next school 
year. 

The school lunch program at Locke Mills has had the 
same excellent support as last year. I wish to mention, how- 
ever, that if the program expects Federal subsidy for next 
year, the preparation must be carried on in some location oth- 
er than a dwelling house. 

1 wish to take this opportunity to thank those who have 
so willingly cooperated in the advancement of our school pro- 
rram.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Jason R. Bennett, a Constable of the Town of Greenwood 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village, in said town, on Monday, the 
seventh day of Mareh, 1949, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 

To see if the Town will vote to accept the reports 
of the municipal officers for the year 1948. 

Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors and overseers of 
the poor for ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see what sum the town will vote to pay, per 
day, the selectmen, assessors and overseers of the poor for 
their services. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to inerease the salary 
of the treasurer. 

Art. 7. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to elect a road com- 


missioner, or commissioners, establish their number, and fix 
their pay. 


Art. 9. To elect a commissioner or commissioners. 


Art. 10. To elect one member of the school committee for 
three years, and all other necessary town officers for the en- 
suing year. 
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Art. 11. To what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the following accounts: 

1. The support of common schools and payment of high 
school tuition. 

2. The purchase of textbooks. 

3. Repairs and insurance on schoolhouses. 

- 4, The purchase of common school supplies. 

5. Salary of superintendent and office supplies. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will instruct the superintend- 
ing school committee to re-open any closed school if they deem 
it advisable. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the school committee for their services for 1948. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of’ 
$25.00 for publie health nursing in Greenwood, said sum 
to be expended by the State Bureau of Health, for local ser- 
vices.
